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INTRODUCTION 


This  bibliography  includes  over  1 ,800  references  from  the  scientific 
and  popular  literature  on  the  socio-psycholog ica 1 , bio-medical, 
political  and  economic  aspects  of  cocaine  and,  to  a lesser  extent, 
coca,  from  1585  to  the  present.  The  most  extensive  bibliography 
yet  compiled  in  the  field,  it  is  one  of  the  products  of  contract 
ADM- A5-7^- 1 44 , The  Facts  and  Myths  About  Human  Cocaine  Use  and  Abuse, 
between  Wynne  Associates  of  Washington,  D.C.,  and  the  Division  of 
Research,  National  Institute  on  Drug  Abuse,  ADAMHA,  DHEW. 

The  final  report  of  this  project  will  be  a monograph  that  hopefully 
will  serve  as  a major  basic  reference  source  for  those  interested  in 
the  study  of  cocai.ne  and  its  effects.  It  will  incorporate  annotations 
of  the  major  references  in  the  field,  statistical  information 
concerning  the  use  and  abuse  of  cocaine,  and  the  results  of  a brief 
field  study  of  current  street  myths  and  rituals  involving  cocaine. 

This  bibliography,  in  effect,  is  a listing  of  the  body  of  literature 
to  be  examined  in  development  of  the  monograph. 

A variety  of  research  sources  were  consulted,  including  computer- 
based  information  and  retrieval  services  (MEDLINE);  current  awareness 
services  (DACAS) ; major  indices  (Dissertation  Abstracts,  Drug 
Dependence  Index,  Psychological  Abstracts,  Readers  Guide  to  Periodical 
Literature,  and  Index  Medicus);  and the  major  scientific  and  technical 
journal's  Tin  particular,  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Assoc ia t i on  and  the  Journal  of  Pharmacology  and  Experimental  Thero- 
peuTTcsJ\ The  Index  Medicus  proved  the  single  most  productive  source. 

To  facilitate  access  for  the  reader,  the  bibliography  is  subdivided 
into  four  major  sections: 

1.  Newspaper  stories  and  articles  from  the  popular  literature- 

2.  Books  on  cocaine  and  coca; 

3.  Documents,  pamphlets  and  government  publications; 

4.  Scientific  and  technical  journal  articles,  with  a special 
subsection  listing  anonymous  articles  published  in  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  1899_1974 

The  more  than  400  journals  cited  in  this  bibliography  follow  the 
abbreviation  format  used  in  I ndex  Med i cus . Over  the  years,  however, 
there  have  been  some  changes  in  this  format.  For  instance,  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  was  formerly  cited  as 
J.  Am.  Med . Ass.,  but  the  current  convention  is  to  cite  it  as  J.A.M.A. 
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To  help  the  reader  avoid  any  confusion  from  these  historical 
discrepancies,  we  provide  a listing  of  the  journals  cited,  with  their 
appropriate  abbreviat ion (s) . Further,  since  many  of  the  cited 
journals  are  of  foreign  and/or  non-Eng  1 i sh- 1 anguage  origin,  this 
listing  will  facilitate  their  ready  identification. 

In  an  Appendix,  we  provide  several  analyses  of  the  1,820  items  in  the 
bibliography,  by  Format  (book,  article,  etc.),  General  content  (11 
subject  categories),  Language  of  original  publication,  and  Year  of 
publ i cat i on .

The  following  four  tables  present  an  analysis  of  the  1,820  items  in 
the  bibliography  by  Format,  Content,  Language  of  original  publication 
and  Year  of  publication. 

With  the  assistance  of  Drs.  Dan  Lettieri  and  Michael  Rolnick  of  N I DA 1 s 
Division  of  Research,  we  developed  a set  of  11  subject  matter  categories, 
each  defined  by  five  to  seven  key  words,  for  use  in  classifying  the 
citations  by  content. 

The  content  categories  are:

Much  of  the  classification  was  largely  subjective,  however,  since  the 
majority  of  the  references  were  categorized  on  the  basis  of  their  titles 
alone.  This  led  to  a certain  arbitrariness,  especially  in  attempting  to 
distinguish  pharmacological  from  physiological  studies,  many  of  which 
overlap.  We  did  make  several  hard-and-fast  classification  decisions: 


1.  All  references  dealing  with  the  medical  use  of  cocaine  were 
classified  as  Physiology-Human  studies. 

2.  All  references  to  the  treatment  of  cocaine-related  problems, 
such  as  overdoses,  were  classified  as  Treatment  references. 


3.  Socio-legal  references  are  those  dealing  exclusively  with: 

• Trafficking  (dealing,  illegal  importation); 

• Laws  ( i nterna t iona 1 , Federal  and  state,  that  control 
the  manufacturing,  possession,  sale  or  distribution 
of  coca i ne) . 

4.  Psycho-social  references  encompass: 

• Clinical  effects  of  cocaine  (on  depression,  memory, 
i nte 1 1 i gence , etc . ) ; 

• Use  and  abuse  patterns  (incidence  and  prevalence 
stud ies) ; 

• Drug  sub-culture  customs  and  practices.
